Since the people of Palm 
Beach county will be called up- 
on to choose a United States 
Senator to serve them in Wash- 
ington for the next six years, 
it is interesting to check the off- 
icial records of the last senator- 
ial election held in 1944, 

According to the records of 
Secretary of State R. A. Gray 
there were 27,339, qualified vot- 
ers on the registratin books of 
Palm Beach county fof the 
Democratic Primaries in 1944. 
Out of this number of qualified 
voters only 12,863 or 47 percent 
actually cast their ballot on 
election day. 

This apathy and indifference 
on the part of so many citizens 
is appalling for in failure to ex- 
ercise the use of the ballot these 
folks make it possible for & 
minority to contro} their govern- 
ment and say who shall govern.

Durability Of A Fabric

yarns are used together, there 
are a greater number of the 
fine to assure strength; the 
yarns are well spun and hard 
twisted. 

We should ask ourselves the 
questions; will the cloth keep 
its shape? Pull or catch? Spot? 
Wrinkle? or crease? Does it 
launder well? Is it difficult to 
brush or does it wear shiny? 
These are important questions 
to consider when purchasing 
material for clothing to be made 
or for clothing already made. 

Workmanship more than any 
other fáctors determine the cost 
of the garment The cut, the 
way the garment is sewn, the 
finishing of the garment, the 
fit, one most important, are per-

To protect their citrus trees 
from trunks and limbs that may: 
ve broken off tall Austrialian 
pines during heavy windstorms, 
Florida growers who have wind-. 
breaks of the pines were ad- 
vised today to try cutting back | 
those that have reached a height, 
of 50 or more feet. 

Many citrus trees near wind- 
breaks of tall Australian pines, 
were badly dumaged by tops 
and limbs of pines that were 
snapped off by the hurricane of 
August 1949, and what to dto. 
prevent a recurrence of such 
damage in the future has been 
a matter of considerable «con. 
cern to growers since then. 

While reasearch on this pro- 
blem of windbreaks is im its 
early stages, Forester Louis T.f 
Nieland and Ci Fred 
Lawrence of the Florida Agri- 
cultural Extension Service? be- 
lieve that cutting back the tall- 
est trees will, to some extent 
anyway, reduce citrus tree los- 
ses from this cause. | 

Australian pines in wind- 
breaks that are 50 or more feet 
in height, they advise, should 
be cut back to about 20 feet. 
They also believe that gx 
may find it worthwhile to have 
two or three rows of the pines. 
in windbreaks, as more than 
one row will withstand heavy} 
winds better. With reduced! Ba 
height of the pines, they feel 
that it would be well to have 
windbreaks at 10-acre intervals. 

Thus far, no other tree has 
been found that grows as rapid- 
ly as the Australian pine in the 
southern Florida citrus area or. 
exceeds it in wind resistance. 
Trees that are cut back because | 
of their height will send up new | 
shoots and probably will require 
cutting again in a few years.
